No other information from Spirit Lake 


is at hand, but the full particulars will 
probably reach us to-morrow. 


Immediately on receipt of the shocking 


news Mr. Oonklin completed necessary 
arrangements, and at noon, to-day be 
started for Spirit Lake, going by way of 
OhicBgo. He will arrive there to-morrow 
night at a late hour. 


The deceased woe a native of Orange 


county, Indiana, and oame to Deoatur 
about 20 years ago. He was oged 47 
years, nnd leaves n wife and five sons, the 
eldest of whom is 19, the youngest less 
than 12 moutus. Mr. Conklm devoted 
the greater part of his life to farming and 
stock buying, and had accumulated prop- 
erty valued at $30,000 to 810,000. He 
leld a lease on a section, of the Hale land 
'or five years, which he managed profit- 
ably by sub-lotting it to tenant farmers. 
He owned land and various pieces of oily 
property, having but recently erected a 
store building on East Eldorado street, 
beyond the Illinois Central railroad. The 
deceased woe a member of the First M 
S. church.

De- 
pression in bnainess is not the sole 
jcausaof our iD Jock. EWer .attorneys, 
jond some, of them having a lucrative 
^practice in the higher courts, arc get- 
|ting in the hafcit of descending to jus- 
'tice court* even in matters of small ac- 
jcount. It is true that some of the 
lolder lawyers make a practice of tarn- 
ling over petty suits to younger men, 
'but they ore few." 


"Are collections from clients becom- 


ing more difficult?'1 


"Somewhat; but he is a poor lawyei 


who can not collect his own fee. There 
!are certain well-known attorneysrecog- 
;nized in tho profession as model law; 
:ycrs, able speakers and good counsel, 
Who bind their clients with n rock- 
ribbed contract. If money can not be 
'paid them their chattels are accepted 
.in lieu, A very well-known attorney 
.recently made it a condition of a con- 
tract of this kind that in case the 
money wa.s not forthcoming, then ho 
was to receive tho seai-skin sacquc 
which bis lady clisnt wore. Others 
!will uol take a case without what is' 
jknown us a retainer, which is nothing 
more thau part pay in advance. Not 
a few lawyers of a certain class are 
willing to take eases, making their pay 
contingent upon winning the case. 
,Of course the pay is commensurate 
with the risk and is usually half the 
.amount sougbt to be recovered; but I 
ihave known a case in which three- 
fourths was allowed. Those of course 
•are desperate dues which no reputable 
lawyer would Utke, and indeed which 
no attorney with but little or no repu- 
tation as such would touch unless con- 
strained to do so by the hope of win- 
ning the reward and n, peal from the 
buji'le of fiuao."—Detroit Post.
